Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present to you the Annual Report 
of the health of Torpoint for 1933. 


The live birth rate of the District is much higher than 
for 1952 being 18.17 per 1,000 population, compared with 14.40 
for England and Wales; and also compared with 10.32 in 1932 for 
Torpoint. 


The death rate of the District is 14.84 and is higher than 
that of England and Wales which is 12.30. 


The infant mortality and still birth rates are lower than 
those of England and Wales. 


There have been no deaths in consequence of child-birth; 
three infants under one year of age died. 


There were 9 deaths from Cancer, and 2 new cases of 
Tuberculosis and 3 deaths. 


No houses were built by the Council, and my observations 
on housing inspections and records are found hereafter (see 
page 1), but in view of the Housing Act this is being seriously 
considered by the Council as it would be necessary to provide 
new houses in the event of demolitions under the terms of this 
Act.

PREVALENCE OF AND CONTROL OVER INFECTIOUS

There were 12 cases of infectious disease notified in 
1955, of which 2 were Scarlet Fever, 1 Diphtheria, 8 
Pneumonia, and 1 Erysipelas. There were no deaths from any 
of these diseases. 


Anti-toxic Sera and outfits are stocked at the Council 
Offices and the local Chemist's shop. 


14 Bacteriological examinations were made in all. 
There were 8 examinations for Diphtheria, of which none were 
positive. 


There were 2 sputa examined for tubercle baccili, in 
which none were returned as positive. 


There was one blood examined for typhoid or para- 
typhoid, which was negative. 


There is no maternity and child welfare centre in 
Torpoint, at which diagnostic tests or immunisation against 
scarlet fever and diphtheria could or can be carried out, 
and the free facilities offered by the Council, through the 
Medical Officer of Health, of the Schick and Dick tests 
respectively for these diseases and immunisation against 
them are not availed of by the public. ; 


No persons presented themselves, or were sent, for 
primary vaccinations, or re=-vaccinations by the Medical 
Officer of Health under the Public Health (Smallpox 
Prevention) Regulations, 1917. 


There are no facilities for the disinfection of 
verminous persons or their belongings or for the disinfection 
of articles exposed to infection, other than formalin vapour, 
but there have been no "return" cases of scarlet or other 
fevers after formalin disinfecting of the rooms, clothing, etc.

The Librarian is informed of every case of infection 
in the home and books are either disinfected or destroyed as 
the case may require.
